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The Sunken Road at Waterloo. —An 
odd numerical fcoincidence—twenty-six bat¬ 
talions were to meet these twenty-six squad¬ 
rons. Behind the crest of the plateau, under 
cover of the masked battery, the English in¬ 
fantry, formed in thirteen squares, two battal¬ 
ions to a square, and upon two lines—seven 
on the first and six on the second—with mus¬ 
ket to the shoulder and eye upon their sights, 
waiting, calm, silent, immovable. They could 
not see the cuirassiers, and the cuirassiers 
could not see them. They listened to the 
rising of this tide of men. They heard the 
increasing sound of three thousand horses, 
the alternate and measured striking of their 
hoofs at full trot, the rattling of the cuirass¬ 
es, the clicking of the sabres, and a sort of 
fierce roar of the coming host. There was a 
moment of fearful silence, and then, sudden¬ 
ly, a long line of raised arms, brandishing sa¬ 
bres, appeared above the crest, with casques, 
trumpets, and standards, and three thousand 
faces, with gray moustaches, crying “Vive l’ 
Empereur /” All this cavalry debouched on 
the plateau, and it was like the beginning of 
an earthquake. 

All at once, tragic to relate, at the left of 
the English, and on our right, the head of 
the column of cuirassiers reared with a fright¬ 
ful clamor. Arrived at the culminating point 
of the crest, unmanageable, full uf fury, and 
bent upon the extermination of the squares 
and cannons, the cuirassiers saw, between 
themselves and the English, a ditch—a grave. 
It was the sunken road of Ohain. 

It was a frightful moment. There was the 
ravine, unlooked for, yawning at the very feet 
of the horses, two fathoms deep between its 
double slope. The second rank pushed in 
the first; the third pushed in the second; the 
horses reared, threw themselves over, fell up¬ 
on their backs, and struggled with their feet 
in the air, piling up and overturning their 
riders; no power to retreat; the whole col¬ 
umn was but a projectile. The force acquired 
to crush the English crushed the French.— 
The inexorable-ravine could not yield until it 
was filled; riders and horses rolled in togelh-

Massachusetts Election !—The Republi¬ 
can Party again Triumphant I — The 
“No-Party” Nowhere ! 

Ilo wcver other states may waver in their al- j 
1 giance to the principles that lie at the foun- , 
dation of our national liberty, Massachusetts i 
shows herself faithful to them as often as her 
annual election occurs. Orv Tuesday she re¬ 
newed her vows of fidelity to these principles 
by re-electing Joun A. Andrew governor of! 
the Commonwealth, and choosing a legislature ' 
that will return Charles Sumner to the Unit¬ 
ed' States Senate. 

The state ticket is elected by a majority of 
over 25,000 ! The executive council, with a 
single exception, is republican; the senate 
stands 35 republicans to 5 opposition, and the 
house of representatives is more than five re¬ 
publicans to one opposition. There never was 
a more unmistakeable republican victory in 
Massachusetts. 

The republican nominees for congress, with 
the single exception of Hon. Alexander H. Rice 
in the third district, are elected. Mr. Rice’s 
successor is John S. Sleeper of Roxburv, re¬ 
cently of the executive council, an estimable 
man, and a republican, though not so well

Another Disaster In Virginia !—General 
Burnside Defeated !—Ten Thousand 
Killed and Wounded I 

Our arms have met with another sad disas¬ 
ter in Virginia, and the country suffers anoth¬ 
er fearful loss of brave men. Our account of 
the advance of Burnside's army in last Satur¬ 
day’s paper found it partially across the Rap¬ 
pahannock, occupying the city of Fredericks¬ 
burg. This was on Friday. The rebels occu¬ 
pied the heights back of the city, and were 
Etrongly fortified. On Saturday morning Gen. 
Burnside resolved to storm their works. The 
fight commenced early and raged for ten hours 
•without intermission. Finding that artillery 
failed to silence their batteries in front of the 
city, the order to charge upon them was given. 
Beyond the city is a plain one-third of a mile 
wide, and the rebel batteries were arranged so 
as to sweep every foot of this ground by a 
front and cross fire. As many as 9000 of our 
troops were led into the face of this terrible 
destruction, French's division leading. An eye 
witness describes the charge as lollows :— 

“The moment they exposed themselves on 
the railroad, forth burst the deadly hail. From 
the rifle-pits came the murderously-aimed mis¬ 
siles ; from the batteries, tier above tier, on 
the terraces, shot planes of tire ; from the en¬ 
filading cannon, distributed on the arc of a 
circle two miles in extent, came cross showers 
of shot and 6hell. 

“Across the plain for a while they swept un¬ 
der this fatal fire. They were literally ipowed 
down. The bursting shells make great gaps 
in their ranks; but these are presently filled 
by the “closing up” of the line. For t fiftecn 
immortal minuies at least they remain under 
this fiery surge. Onward they press, though 
their ranks grow fearfully thin. They have 
passed over a greater part of the interval and 
have almost reached the base of the hill, when 
brigade after brigade of rebels rise up on the 
crest and pour in fresh volleys of musketry at 
short range. To those who, through the glass, 
looked on, it was a perilous sight indeed.— 
Flesh and blood could not endure it. They 
fell back shattered and broken, amid shouts 
and yells from the enemy.” 

Gen. French’s division, which went into the 
fight 6000 strong, could only muster 1500 men 
at night, and other divisions suffered almost 
as severely. "While this fearful martyrdom ol 
our soldiers was going on in front of the city, 
Gen. Franklin's force on the left, down the 
river, advanced upon the enemies’ line of works 
in that direction. His troops also passed over 
a wide plain in front of the rebel batteries.— 
All day the fight went on in this quarter, and 
the rebels alternately retired and advanced, 
till at length one section of their fortifications 
■was carried ; but this could not long be held 
while the batteries behind were raining shot 
and shell upon it. 

Tow ards night another attempt w as made to 
storm the fortifications on the crest of the hill 
r in front of the citj, at this time the whole 
force of the army being engaged. It was a 
desperate undertaking, and, like the first one, 
failed. No body of men, how ever brave, could 
stand before the terrible storm of iron and 
lead that swept over the plain. Our forces re¬ 
coiled from the dreadful shock, and night set¬ 
ting in closed the fearful scene. It was the 
most terrific battle of the war, and our troops 
suffered heavily, while the rebel loss was com¬ 
paratively small. We lost two Brigadier Gen¬ 
erals,—Gens. Bayard and C. F. Jackson, and 
a large number of other officers. 

Our troops held the city undisturbed till 
Monday night, when amidst a storm of rain 
and wind Gen. Burnside withdrew his whole 
army to the other side of the river, unknown 
to the enemy, and removed all the bridges.— 
The enemy Las since erected fortifications 
nearer the city, but everything has remained 
comparatively quiet. 

The defeat of Burnside has cast a deep gloom 
over the country. It s« ems like a reckless sac¬ 
rifice of life to have hurled our men into the 
very jaws of the rebel batteries, with very- 
small prospect of carrying them. The respon¬ 
sibility is laid at the door of the war depart¬ 
ment at Washington, which ordered Burnside 
to advance contrary to his own judgement.— 
The rebel trap was a nice one, and our army 
walked straight into it, seeing it all the time.— 
While we admire the pluck of Burnside, he 
had better resigned than to have obeyed the 
war department in sacr.ticing so many lives 
in an enterprise so barren of benefit to our 
cause. Ten thousand lives are too many to 
throw away so recklessly. . 

Again Postponed—Deserter* Called up¬ 
on to Retort themselves. —Governor An¬ 
drew has again postponed the draft to the 8th 
of January, and he calls upon the numerous 
deserters from Mass, regiments to report them¬ 
selves immediately or they will suffer the pen¬ 
alty of the law. He says there are 1260 de¬ 
serters now reported from Mass, regiments, 
aud the names of some of them are published.

The Horrors of Civil War. —The distress 
in Fredericksburg, when Mayor Slaughter an¬ 
nounced that the women should be removed, 
is said to have been heart-rending ; and the 
next day, when the hour for removal actually 
arrived, the confusion and uproar was unpar¬ 
alleled. The population, being mostly women 
and children, had no means of transporting 
their trunks to the depot; and, had not a num¬ 
ber of ambulances been sent in, at a late hour, 
from our army, the most of them must have 
left their homes with nothing but the clothes 
they were wearing. A lady told us she had 
offered a man with a furniture wagon §10 to 
carry her trunk three squares. With the as¬ 
sistance of the ambulances, the people brought 
away their clothing, but nothing else. Most 
of them locked up their houses, and left them, 
with all their worldly goods, to the chances 
of war and the mercy of the contending ar¬ 
mies. Many of the poorest people refused to 
move at all. but determined to remain, at least 
until the threatened shelling should begin.— 
Others moved from two to three miles into the 
country, and are now encamped along the 
roads, with such of their furniture as they 
have been able to bring out piecemeal.

Suicide or a Murderer. —Janies McCullen, 
of Suffield, Conn., who was awaiting trial for 
the murder of James Drake, committed su^ 
cide in the jail at Hartford on Saturday morn¬ 
ing. The method he adopted to secure the 
means of ending his existence was ingenious, 
lie had, the Hartford Press says, saved the 
wrapping twine on packages of clothing, liuit, 
&e., purchased or given him lront time to 
time, with which he made a stout cord of 
twenty strands—strong enough to sustain an 
ox. The slip-noose was carefully knotted, 
tightly hound with smaller strands, and greased 
with the meat he had had for food, so that it 
was hard and smooth. The cord was about 
two feet long. A slip knot was made at the 
other end, which was fastened, with a lead 
pencil through the knot, to one of the upper 
bars of his grated cell door. lie then stood 
upon his bucket, adjusted the noose to his 
neck, and then kicked away his support.— 
When found by Mr Martin, assistant jailer, 
he was quite dead, his toes just touching the 
floor.

This sand, when 
brought into motion, produces the sound.— 
The traveller, when ascending, passed over ! 
this region of loose sand, and he soon dis¬ 
covered that the noise it made in gliding j 
down the slope, became, by degrees, louder | 
and louder. When he reached the summit, 
such a frightful sound waS heard that it shook | 
the whole mountain, and he, himself, became : 
excited in the highest degree. 

Some lime afterwards, this same mountain j 
was visited by Mr. Gray, of Oxford, and, j 
more recently, by Mr. Ward, both English- ! 
men. They give very nearly the same ac- ; 
count of this phenomenon. All ascribe the I 
cause to the fact that the sand glides down j 
the bare mountain sides. Ward heard, at i 
first, only a feeble tone, like that of the flute ; 1 
suddenly, it-became strong, like that of an ; 
organ, and the whole hill began to vibrate.-^- j 
The sound became louder in proportion to | 
the quantity of sand set in motion by the j 
steps of the traveller. 

Alexander Burns visited, in 1837, a similar ; 
hill- This was the Rey Rawan (the moving ! 
mountain), which is, also, about 400 feet i 
high. Its ascent is an incline of about 40 j 
degrees, covered with a layer of sand, sur- j 
rounded by a still deeper border of lime and 
sandstone. Gliding down on this sand, it 
emit? a loud, hollow tone, similar to that of 
a great drum. R'his was already known in 
the 15th century. A third mountain of this 
kind is the “El Bramador,’* the yelling, bark¬ 
ing mountain, in Chili, in relation to which 
Charles Darwin made similar observations. 

Charles Mayer, in his hook “Towards Sac¬ 
ramento,” mentions another to exist in Cali¬ 
fornia; and, recently, a fifth locality of this 
kind has been discovered, by Hugh Miller, 
upon the small island Ei>rg,.on the western 
coast of Scotland. According to Miller, a
